CHICAGO AREA IN TOP 10 ON LIST 
OF METRO BRANCH CLOSURES

More than 750 U.S. bank branches have closed in the past year as a still- 
recuperating industry continues to cut costs and as consumers increas- 
ingly rely on everything from ATMs to online and mobile banking to 
make deposits and get cash. 


In the fiscal year ending June 30, Il- 
linois and 42 other states saw more 
branch closures than openings, accord- 
ing to SNL Financial, a Charlottesville, 
Va.-based cruncher of financial indus- 
try data. In total, U.S. banks and thrifts 
closed 767 branches in the past year. 

Pennsylvania’s 83 net closures led the 
nation, followed by Georgia’s 51 and 
Virginia’s 46. Illinois was tied for i6th 
with the most branch closures, at 22. 
Among metropolitan areas, the Chica- 
go area was tied for eighth, with 13 net 
branch closures. 

But not every bank is acting in lock- 
stop. New York-based Chase, which 
also is the Chicago market’s leading 
bank in deposit market share, opened 
219 net new branches over the past 
year; it opened 253 and closed 34. It has 
about 5,600 branches. 

Bank of America closed the most, a 
net 157 nationally Earlier this month, 
even as its deposits grew by 2 percent in 
the second quarter from the first quar- 
ter, Bank of America also said that its 
branch count feU partly to reduce costs 
as new regulatory restrictions cut into 
fees. Bank of America has about 5,600 
branches and has said that it plans to 
reduce its branch count by about 750 in 
coming years. 

In April, Bank of America said it was 
adding 40,000 mobile banking cus- 
tomers a week, bringing its total to 9.7 
million, and also said it had more than 
30 million active online banking ac- 
counts. It also said it had reached a

milestone in which more than half of its 
deposits were coming in through ATMs 
instead of branches. 

“Our customers continue to do more 
with us through all the channels, in- 
cluding traditional branches, mobile, 
online and ATM, but they’re using the 
branches less and that’s why we’re fine- 
tuning our delivery network,” Chief Ex- 
ecutive Brian Moynihan told analysts in 
April. 

Other banks that were net closers 
nationally included Wells Fargo & Co., 
Associated Banc, U.S. Bancorp, Royal 
Bank of Scotland and BMO Financial 
Group, the Canadian parent of BMO 
Harris Bank, SNL said. The nation has 
about 97,000 bank branches.

Parts of Lakefront Trail 
are ripe for clashes

Pete Beuscher of North Center is used to 
seeing others running alongside him on the 
Lakefront Trail, but on one recent Sunda}^ as 
he ran north near Belmont Avenue, Beuscher 
spotted a trail user running on gasoline. 

“I heard some people shouting behind 
me. I turned around and saw a taxicab driv- 
ing down the middle of the Lakefront Trail!” 
Beuscher, 44, said. After some hubbub, the 
cab found its way to Belmont Avenue and ex- 
ited safely, Beuscher said. 

While the pedestrian-cab conflict is rare, 
other clashes on the trail are not. The Active 
Transportation Alliance, a cycling, walking 
and transit riding advocacy group, estimates 
70,000 people use the Lakefront Trail— 
which spans 18.5 miles from Edgewater to 
South Shore— each weekend day in the sum- 
mer. About 70 percent of those users are pe- 
destrians, the alliance determined. 

The Active Transportation Alliance has 


identified five hotspots for conflicts between 
cyclists and pedestrians on the Lakefront 
Trail based on user feedback and a study it 
conducted with the Chicago Park District 
that was released last year. 

Some of these areas suffer from structural 
problems, while others see too much foot 
traffic. Some sections have been targeted by 
the city for improvement. 

One of the most congested areas of the 
trail, near Navy Pier, is scheduled to receive a 
full makeover as part of a $44.5 million proj- 
ect. Construction on the Navy Pier flyover, a 
bridge over the Chicago River that links up to 
the Lakefront Trail near Ohio Street, is slated 
to begin in the spring, Chicago Department 
ofTransportation spokesman Pete Scales said. 

The north side of the trail, from the Navy 
Pier area to Edgewater, sees “significantly” 
more users than the south side of the trail, ac- 
cording to the Alliance. 

Justin Gudani of West Ridge said he was 
concerned about congestion on that section 
of the trail when he recently took his new 
black beach cruiser for its first spin on the 
trail from Eoster Avenue to Navy Pier. 

As it turns out, his fears were unfounded. 


“I think there are some areas {of the trail] 
where it does get a little narrow,” said Gudani, 
23. “There are a lot of runners, a lot of bik- 
ers. ... It’s just about letting each other know 
‘We’re about to pass you.’ ” 

Mary DeBacker of Hyde Park wasn’t so 
lucky DeBacker said she was in an accident 
five years ago on the trail near Montrose Av- 
enue. She said she was trying to avoid a group 
of runners and ended up running into another 
cyclist. There were no injuries. 

DeBacker said because of congestion, she 
used to avoid the 31st Street area but that sec- 
tion of the trail is much better now because of 
recent upgrades. 

“It was terrible. I try to be really conscious 
of not hitting people when I’m bicycling, so I 
would slow down to walk speed just so I could 
get through 31st Street. There were a lot of pe- 
destrians that were not paying attention,” said 
DeBacker, 53. ‘After awhile you learn you stay 


on the right.” 

Communication is the key piece of advice 
that the Chicago Area Runners Association 
gives to the 2,000-plus runners in its mara- 
thon training program. 

Megan Sullivan, CARA training program 
manager, said she’s heard of a couple of inci- 
dents between runners and cyclists this year. 
At least one runner was sent to the hospital 
while he was training on his own, she said. 

To prevent these conflicts, Sullivan said 
CARA starts its group runs in two waves and 
group leaders strongly enforce running two- 
wide as the groups make their way along the 
path south of Wilson Avenue. 

“We try to pace them out so they’re not 
all clogging up the path at once,” Sullivan 
said. “We warn them about the trail being re- 
ally busy We know how dangerous it can be if 
you’re crossing over that midline.”

As the temperature heats up, so does the po- 
tential for conflict between cyclists, pedestri- 
ans and drivers as more people visit the lake- 
front to cool off 

The Active Transportation Alliance has 
identified five vehicle-pedestrian trouble spots 
along the Lakefront Trail: at Illinois Street/ 
Grand Avenue and Montrose, Wilson, Law- 
rence and Foster avenues. Here are the five 
pedestrian-cyclist sticky wickets along the trail, 
as recognized by the Alliance. 

OAK STREET TO 
FULLERTON PARKWA?] 


With 30,000 visitors per day in the summer, 
this is the busiest stretch of the trail. Active 
Transportation Alliance spokesman Lee Cran- 
dell said. Parts of the trail here are too narrow 
to accommodate all the traffic, and Oak Street, 
North Avenue and Fullerton Parkway are the 
most popular locations to enter. 

Those who use a pedestrian underpass at 
Oak Street have to exit the underpass onto 
the trail, which may create a collision between 
them and people already on the trail. 

Off Fullerton, the trail narrows by Theater 
on the Lake, which stages shows in the summer. 
Fullerton sees some of the highest volume of 
cyclists on the trail, according to the Alliance- 
Park District report. 

A redesign of the trail near Fullerton is forth- 
coming, Crandell said. Meanwhile, the Alliance 
recommends building a wooden boardwalk on 
the east side of the trail at Oak Street Beach to 
draw foot traffic off the trail. 


INAVY PERI 


Navy Pier, which drew 8.7 million visitors last 
year, is Chicago’s most visited tourist attrac- 
tion. Add cyclists and pedestrians to the trail, 
which winds in front of Navy Pier, and that area 
becomes a bottleneck. 

As the trail travels south of Navy Pier, it par- 
allels vehicular traffic getting on or off Lake 
Shore Drive, setting up the possibility of car- 
pedestrian clashes. 

The city plans to begin construction in 
the spring on the Navy Pier Flyover, a bridge 
that may allow users to cross the Chicago 
River more easily The project is slated to cost 
$44.5 million, according to the Chicago De- 
partment ofTransportation.

The Alliance estimates about 1,500 
people access the trail at 31st Street on 
a typical summer Saturday or Sunday 
Path users should be seeing some re- 
lief at this area of the trail, once a con- 
flict area between cyclists and beach- 
goers. The city dedicated its newest 
harbor at 31st Street last month. The 
$103 million project, which includes 
new boat parking, also reconfigures 
the trail to prevent gridlock. 


On a typical Saturday or Sunday, about 700 us- 
ers access the trail north of Addison Street at 
Irving Park Road, while about 2,000 users ac- 
cess the trail at Belmont Avenue, about a half- 
mile south of Addison, the Alliance estimates. 

The confluence of the parking lot off Recre- 
ation Drive, tennis courts, golf course, and an 
underpass off Waveland Avenue spells trouble 
for this site. 

Trail users listed the Recreation Drive area 
as one of the top conflict points with vehicles. 


TO FOSTER AVENUE 


About 3,300 people access the trail on a week- 
end day from Armore Avenue, just north of 
Hollywood Avenue, according to the Active 
Transportation Alliance. 

This part of the trail suffers from potholes 
and poor drainage, which means users may 
collide while going out of their way to avoid 
certain parts of the trail, Crandell said. A Park 
District redesign of this section of the trail is in 
the works, Crandell said.

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Chick-fil-A battle is on

The leader of a Christian group on Wednesday said 
Aid. “Proco” Joe Moreno displayed hypocrisy for 
his decision to deny Chick-fil-A the right to open in 
his ward because of the chain restaurant president’s 
opposition to gay marriage. 

“It’s hypocritical,” said David Smith, executive 
director of the Illinois Family Institute, which opposes 
gay marriage. “Here’s the alderman turning around and 
being intolerant and discriminatory because somebody 
has a different view than he does. Would he do that to 
a Muslim company?” 

The Tribune first reported that Moreno (ist) 
announced he would exercise his aldermanic privilege 
to block the construction of the city’s second Chick- 
fil-A restaurant on the 2500 block of Elston Avenue in 


increasingly trendy Logan Square. 

Cathy was quoted July 16 in the Baptist Press saying 
he was “guilty as charged” for supporting “the biblical 
definition of the family unit. We are a family-owned 
business, a family-led business, and we are married to 
our first wives. We give God thanks for that.” 

But Smith said Cathy should not be punished for 
the views he holds. 

“I think what Aid. Moreno is doing is terrible,” 
Smith said. “He is playing partisan politics. He is 
pandering to a segment of his district or his ward, and 
he’s actually not helping his overall community by 
refusing to help develop that part of the ward to bring 
in jobs and to bring in tax revenue. It’s like cutting 
your nose off to spite your face, all because Mr. Cathy 
spouted his opinion about same-sex marriage.” 


Teachers picket at CPS headquarters

Several hundred Chicago Public Schools teachers and 
union supporters, clad in red T-shirts, picketed and 
marched in front of CPS headquarters Wednesday 
morning to call for a publicly elected school board and 
to show solidarity with the union as contract talks con- 
tinue. 

A day after the union and CPS leaders brokered a 
deal to re-hire 477 laid-off teachers to support length- 
ening the CPS school day in the fall, union supporters 
were out in force. 

They crowded Clark Street, forcing pedestrians off 


the sidewalk and into the street. Their chants drew 
honks of support from many passing motorists. 

A few dozen charter school supporters staked out 
ground on the other side of the street, holding their 
own signs and yelling across to union teachers, many 
of whom are critical of the millions of dollars CPS 
spends on charters instead of spending that money on 
traditional neighborhood schools. 

Earlier this week, the school board postponed 
Wednesday’s scheduled vote on a $5.73 billion budget 
for next year that includes about $76 million for char- 
ter schools.

The report said police and FBI agents 
were called to the University of Colorado 
Anschutz medical campus in Aurora on 
Monday morning after a psychiatrist, who 
also is a professor at the school, reported 
receiving a package believed to be from the 


suspect. 

Although that package turned out to be 
from someone else and harmless, a search of 
the Campus Services’ mailroom turned up 
another package sent to the psychiatrist with 
Holmes’ name in the return address, the source 
told foxnews.com.

Eliza, Robert and Gracie Stone share more than 
blood and a family name.

When in Chicago, the Stones are students at the 
Midwest Eencing Academy under the tutelage of 
Hristo Etropolski, 53, who competed in the 1980 and 
1988 Olympics for Bulgaria. His academy offers class- 
es weekdays for $20 per session for casual members 
(equipment provided) to $200 monthly for academy 
membership (students bring their own equipment), 
said Etropolski’s wife and club manager Patrycja Ma- 
tuszczak, 33. 

Robert Stone, 20, got into saber fencing because 
it most closely resembled sword fights he’d seen in 
movies, but there are two other kinds of fencing in 
the Olympics that are available in Chicago. 

Eoil fencing is taught at RedStar Eencing Club. The 
club offers classes for beginner and advanced fencers, 
with prices ranging from $80 for four classes a month 
up to $265 for monthly membership and a weekly pri- 
vate lesson, coach Peter Habala said. 

The third type of fencing uses the epee. 

Jeffrey Sherman, a 34-year-old from Lincoln Square, 
said he initially pursued epee in 1992 because “you 
didn’t need to be that physically fit ... I was 40 pounds 
overweight.” (He has since dropped 30 pounds.) He 
said his membership as part of the Chicago Eencing 
Club costs only $40 a month.

In the meantime, you might be tuning in and thinking, “I want to 
do that.” Well, if you know where to look, you can live the dream! In a manner of 
speaking, that is. As the Games kick off in London this week, you can have your own 
Olympic-style experiences, be it in adult gymnastics, fencing, field hockey or team handball.

Under the bright lights at a Northwestern 
University field on a recent Tuesday the ap- 
proximately 50 women of the Windy City 
Field Hockey open adult league are in a 
constant state of movement in side-by-side 
scrimmages. One exception is 20 -year-old 
Kenilworth native Meredith Rowe, sitting 
on the sidelines with an ice pack against her 
head. 

“It was a ball to the face,” she explained. 
“It hit me in the left cheek under my eye, 
which was really lucky” 

Just a few days later, sporting a shiner, 
Rowe was back on the field. 

Field hockey is a passion widely held in 
the Windy City particularly by co-owner 
and director Katie Beach, a member of the 
1996 US. Olympic team. 

The club primarily caters to children and 
teenagers, but for six Tuesdays in the sum- 
mer, college students and adults can play in 
the open league for $150. 

“It allows college players to train in the 
summer months and players out of college 
to play the sport competitively,” Beach said. 

Among them were Betsy Ehlen, the 
36 -year-old women’s team coach for the Chi- 
cago Field Hockey Club. It too has about 50 
members, participating in a primary season 
that stretches from April-November for 
$160. 

Unlike Windy City, CFHC is adult-exclu- 
sive and has a men’s team. 

Members hit a bar together after each 
weekend game, said 27-year-old CFHC 
member Eleanor Martin, a third-generation 
field hockey player, and recently watched an 
Olympic trials match together. 

“We’re going to continue to do that {dur- 
ing the Olympics},” Ehlen said. “It’s exciting 
to be able to see field hockey on TV” 


When Juliet Petrus woke up on a recent 
Thursday she didn’t expect to find herself 
tumbling about at Lakeshore Academy of 
Artistic Gymnastics. 

The 33 -year-old from the South Loop 
had intended to try a tap dancing class 
that night. But after watching a viral video 
of 86 -year-old German gymnast Johanna 
Quaas, Petrus decided to revisit gymnastics, 
a sport she abandoned when she was 14 after 
hurting herself in a trampoline accident. 


“I usually {associate gymnastics] with 
i2-year-olds in sequined unitards,” Petrus 
said. “But it’s really great when you walk in 
and you smell the chalk and the sweat. It all 
comes back.” 

Petrus held her own at a class whose stu- 
dents ranged from novices who struggled to 
stick landings to 17-year-old Ikayla Gregory 
who dazzled with gravity-defying flips. 

The adult class ($20 per session or $100 
per month), taking place Tuesdays and

Thursdays this summer, has been a Lake- 
shore staple for 35 years, said instructor 
Jeremiah O’Connor, who used to dance in 
the Joffrey Ballet. 

For 26 -year-old Matt Zimmerman of 
Lakeview, gymnastics was originally a way 
for the high school diver to stay in shape 
in the off-season. After breaking both his 
arms on separate occasions, he got out 
of gymnastics in 2004 before joining the 
Lakeshore class three months ago at a 
friend’s insistence. 

“There’s a little bit of risk, but there’s 
a lot of reward,” Zimmerman said. “You 
don’t realize you’re working out; you’re just 
having a good time.” 


TEAM HANDBALL 


Ryan Peterson was up late with friends watch- 
ing the 2008 Olympics when a team handball 
match appeared on the TV 

“I was glued to the screen. I had to find out 
where to play” the 19 -year-old University of 
Wisconsin-Milwaukee student said. “It was 
like nothing I had ever seen before.” 


Peterson, of Cary and his friends studied 
the sport on YouTube, and by 2010 they had a 
team up and running at their high school. 

Peterson also started going to practices and 
games with the Chicago Inter Handball Club 
($250 annual membership; student discounts 
available) to enhance his skills. His dream is 


to make the national handball team, just like 
club president Jacque Messel did. 

Messel was ordered at West Point to try out 
for the handball team, and like Peterson, he 
became addicted. 

“It’s a fast-paced, exciting, physical game,” 
the 32-year-old Old Town resident said. “It’s 


somewhat of a hybrid of basketball, a little in- 
door soccer with your hands, a little lacrosse 
with no sticks, water polo without the water.” 

Because of the sport’s obscurity in the US., 
Peterson and Messel are two of the only mem- 
bers in the club, out of 75, who weren’t born in 
another country Most are from Europe. 

Yet there was a real sense of camaraderie at 
a recent practice. 

‘At the end of the day, this is not just a 
sport,” said Florin Philip, a 32-year-old con- 
tractor from Oak Park. “My best friends here 
in Chicago are in the handball club.”

For those who prefer sandy stretches to 
sleek lounges in the summertime, many 
of Chicago’s beaches are equipped with 
seasonal lakefront eateries. The mostly 
temporary structures typically serve your 
standard, sometimes overpriced beer, 
pizza and hot dogs. On two sweltering 
days, I dropped in at Ohio Street Beach’s 
new Caffe Oliva and Oak Street Beach 
Food + Drink (formerly Oak Street Beach- 
stro), which went through a menu revamp 
this summer. Both are looking to draw 
more than just a swimsuit-clad crowd with 
upgraded menu offerings comparable to 
what you’d find on dry land.

Take it or leave it 


The scene: This beach is always teem- 
ing with teens on summer vacation, 

20 -somethings with the day off and 
tourists soaking up sun, and Oak Street 
Beach Food + Drink lures all with bright 
yellow umbrellas and plenty of seating. 
The expansive porch-like structure in- 
cludes two bars and a walk-up food stand. 
While most of the bar stools were occu- 
pied by people recovering from their day 
in the water, plenty of tables were taken 
by groups who seemed to just be there 
for the view On a day with temps in the 
90s, there’s little refuge from the heat, so 
the fewer clothes you can get away with, 
the better. 

The food: I was slightly hesitant to 
order seafood from a lakeside stand, but 
the quality of food here is on-par with 
what you’d get at a casual indoor spot. 



(Reason perhaps being that it was taken 
over last year by Levy Restaurants, the 
group behind Spiaggia, Jake Melnick’s 
and others). [ITle Louie Louie sandwi 
piled high with baby shrimp and crunt 
celery ($9), hit the spot on 
a warm day, while fish 
tacos ($9 for three) 
were better than 
expected with 
tasty avocado 
cream sauce and 
plenty of lime 
wedges. 

The drinks: 

I do not envy 
bartenders 
working all day in 
the summer heat, 
but it’s no excuse for 
poor service. The bar 
was anything but slammed, but 
bartenders seemed preoccupied with 
chatting amongst themselves. The drink 
menu includes a surprisingly lengthy 
wine list, a handful of draft beers and a 
longer list of canned and bottled brews. 
Cocktails come in two forms: pre-made 


frozen concoctions ($10 each) and hand- 
crafted mixes ($9 each) including a peach 
mojito, basil-blueberry mojito and a Dos 
Equis shandy The basil-blueberry mojito 
was an overly minty disaster spiked with 
a different rum than the one 
limited on the menu— though 
watching as the bartender 
hunted for the correct 
bottle, gave up and 
made a substitute 
without asking was 
slightly entertain- 
ing. So if a cocktail 
is what you crave, I 
recommend staying 
safe with a frozen op- 
tion, or a super-simple 
mixed drink. 

Bottom line: If you’re out 
at the beach and are suddenly 
starving, don’t overlook OSB’s lunch 
and dinner options. The quality is there, 
the price is right— and no need to change 
out of your swimsuit. Keep in mind that 
there are no late-night bites; OSB closes 
at 10 p.m. weekdays and 10:30 p.m. on 
weekends.

The scene: I hadn’t even heard of Ohio 
Street Beach before hiking through sand to 
get to a table at this lakefront cafe. 

Tucked next to a bank of trees 
just north of Navy Pier, the 
beach was so empty when 
my friend and I stopped 
by on a recent Saturday 
evening that I’m not 
sure many other locals 
know it exists, either. 

Tables and raised 
wooden cabana-like 
booths have clear views 
of water and skyline, while 
the kitchen itself is housed 
in a trailer of sorts, complete 
with a walk-up bar and bathroom 
(Expect port-a-potty condi- 
tions, sorry to say). Despite 
the sandy location, no one 
looked out of place in a 
sundress or slacks. Take 
note that due to park 
hours, the cafe closes at 
lo p.m. daily 

The food: Caffe Oli 
va’s menu leans heavily 
on grilled and veggie- 
filled entrees, including 
tomato and zucchini-topped 
crostini, grilled asparagus with 
shaved parmesan, salads, grilled piz- 
zas and panini. A grilled chicken panino with 
provolone, arugula, prosciutto and roasted 
pepper aioli was satisfying, but with bread 
that vaguely resembled that of a microwave- 


able Lean Cuisine meal, it didn’t feel worth 
the $14 price tag. The pizza was similarly 
OK, with grilled portabello, asparagus and 
pepper adding flavor, but the small size and 
chewy crust didn’t live up to its $12 price. 
Knock a few dollars off and we’ll talk. It’s 
clear they can get away with the pricing at 
such a prime location, but just because you 
can doesn’t mean you should. 

The drinks: Cocktails here 
are slightly more reason- 
ably priced than the food, 
around $9 on average. 

The Beach Bash (vodka, 
rum, amaretto, orange 
and cranberry juice, 

$10) was sickeningly 
sweet and the Perfect 
Storm ($7) was mostly 
ginger beer. If you’re there 
for an end-of-the-day drink, 
stick to the house margarita 
($8) which comes on the rocks in 
an especially huge glass. After a day 
in the summer heat, who doesn’t 
need a margarita in the largest 
glass possible? 

Bottom line: The most 
redeeming feature of 
Caffe Oliva is the loca- 
tion. If you want a day 
at the beach but can’t 
stomach the crowds of 
North Avenue, try Ohio 
Street. You can’t beat the 
convenience of a massive 
margarita at a waterfront 
bar, and if you’re starving, they 
can help you out. But don’t expect it 
to hold its own as your destination for the 
evening.

Time to get U.S. acquainted with aquavit

On its surface, aquavit, a spirit whose 
dominant flavor is caraway seeds— the 
nutty seed in rye bread— seems a little 
peculiar. But is a caraway seed-based 
spirit really all that different from gin, a 
spirit whose dominant flavor is juniper 
berries? 

Like gin, aquavit is made by distilling 
grains or potatoes, then infusing that 
spirit with a range of herbs and spices. 
While caraway is typically aquavit’s 
dominant flavor, the spirit is also often 
flavored with dill, coriander, citrus and 
cinnamon. 

Though any worthwhile liquor store 
has scores of gins— made by craft dis- 
tillers in the U.S., as well as those pro- 
duced abroad— you probably won’t find 
much of a selection of aquavit. In Chi- 
cago, for instance, you’re lucky if you 
find more than a couple. More likely 
you’ll find one, maybe two or three on 
the shelf, including North Shore Distill- 
ery’s take on the spirit. 

That’s because even though aquavit 
is common in Scandinavia, it’s obscure 


throughout the rest of the world. “Most 
people don’t know what it is,” says Sonja 
Kassebaum, co-founder of North Shore 
Distillery ‘Almost everyone hasn’t en- 
countered it, so to get them to try it is 
often an education process.” 

That process typically involves a 
cocktail, even though that’s far from 
the way it is often consumed in Scan- 
dinavia. Swedes and Danes tradition- 
ally keep their aquavit (which is almost 
always unaged) in the freezer so that 
it can be poured cold into a shot glass. 
Norwegians’ aquavit, which typically 
is aged in oak casks, often is drunk at 
room temperature to appreciate the 
depth of flavor while sipping it from 
tulip-shaped glasses. But American bar- 
tenders have found that swapping aqua- 
vit for vodka or gin can add complexity 
or depth to cocktails that skew savory 
(because caraway doesn’t go well with 
sweet), like a Moscow Mule or a bloody 
mary 

“It gives a cocktail something that 
vodka can’t provide,” Kassebaum says. 
“It makes for a more interesting drink.”

The 
voyage is more than 
gimmick, it gives the 
spirit a smooth, rich fla- 
vor with notes of oak, 
sherry and caraway 
seeds.

Aquavit: Straw-colored 
with a spicy nose hinting at 
coriander and caraway. The 
taste is spicy and light, with 
notes of caraway, cumin and 
coriander.

Book unmasks making of ‘Dark Knight’ series

It can take years to bring a single film to 
screen, and it took more than eight years to 
bring the massively popular Batman trilogy 
into theaters. 

“The Art and Making of The Dark Knight 
Trilogy,” takes you through those eight— and 
more— years as you learn about the whole 
process, from concept to conclusion. A beau- 
tifully artistic photo book by Jody Duncan 
Jesser and Janine Pourroy it’s a worthy addi- 
tion to any film student or “Batman” reader’s 
collection of “making of” books. 

Coming from a background in smaller 
films, director Christopher Nolan never took 
for granted that he’d make all three Batman 
films, so he concentrated on making them 
complete in themselves.

To be able to create films took the faith of 
DC Comics, the backing of Warner Bros., 
lots of money, and inspired casting. Nolan

cast the late Heath Ledger— who won a 
posthumous Oscar for his performance as 
the insane Joker in “The Dark Knight”— and 
Nolan obviously still misses him. 

Nolan didn’t have to look far to find Bat- 
man fans among the actors. Morgan Free- 



man, who plays tech genius Lucius Fox, was 
a long- standing comics fan. “I was one of 
those kids, like millions of other kids, who 
read all the comic books,” he said. 

Unlike many blockbusters, Nolan in the 
“Dark Knight” films preferred to use actors 
rather than special effects to fill in crowd 
scenes. His team created the actual Batmobiles 
for stuntmen to drive. 

He used special effects for the thousands 
of bats for “Batman Begins” as well as the 
destroyed half-face of Harvey Dent in “The 
Dark Knight.” 

One chapter shows that creators moved 
with the times into social media. Noted 


musician Hans Zimmer needed a chant for 
“The Dark Knight Rising.” His group “set up 
a website people could go to, which talked 
them through how to do the chant, record it, 
and send it to us.” 

Using word-of-mouth and Twitter, he got 
“a response so overwhelming, it crashed the 
system. Thousands of people per second 
went to this site, and the whole thing melted 
down that first week.” 

For anyone who ever wanted to make a 
movie, “The Art and Making of The Dark 
Knight Trilogy” is as good as a blueprint, as 
well as being an engrossing tale of the making 
of a mega-hit film series.

Try a workout ... at work

With the three-martini lunch gone the way of the typewriter, office workers are 
free to discover the healthier perks of midday movement. An active lunchtime can 
range from the sweaty to the serene, experts say, from a full-out cardio blast to a 
walk in the park. U.S. government guidelines state that adults i8 and older need 
30 minutes of physical activity on five or more days a week to be healthy We asked 
four experts for their ideas about getting a workout in during the work day 


Dr. Cedric Bryant 

Chief science officer of the 
American Councii on Exercise 

» “People who want to get in 
a good workout over lunch 
hour can do simple things like 
go for a walk. Think about it. 
Thirty minutes on a regular 
basis would meet the mini- 
mum threshold for physical 
activity.” 

» For an intense workout on a 
rainy day, find a quiet stairwell 
and performing a series of 
lunges, dips, push-ups, alter- 
nating quick and slow climbs, 
or taking the stairs two at a 
time. “You can do a mix of 
cardio, interval and resistance 
training using the stairs,” he 
says. 

» How intense should your 
midday workout be? For 
many, perspiration is the divid- 
ing line. “Sweating is a huge 
obstacle for most people, but 
just sitting at the computer 
compromises posture and has 
health consequences.” 


Shirley Archer 

Author of “Waiking Deck: 50 
Ways to Waik Yourseif Heaithy” 

»The Florida-based fitness 
expert has helped workers to 
organize lunchtime walking 
groups. “If you haven’t had a 
chance to pace out the walks 
in advance, simply walk 12-15 
minutes and then turn around 
and re-trace your steps. You 
will be back in time.” 

» Elasticized exercise bands or 
tubing can add toning moves 
to a walk, and intervals, cir- 
cuits and hills would also add 
variety. 

» If cardio needs are met 
outside the office, lunch- 
time might be better spent in 
strength and toning exercises. 

» Try to cultivate mindfulness 
and deep breathing. “More 
meditative-style movements 
can be a refreshing mid-day 
break from office stress.” 


Amy Dixon 

Creator of fitness DVDs “Give 
Me 10” and “Breathiess Body” 

» People with a gym mem- 
bership can try a 30-minute 
treadmill run or a short fitness 
class. 

» If you prefer not to sweat, 
consider flexibility exercises. 
“Use that time to do stretches 
and rotations, or do core work 
that’s not as intense as your 
cardio workout.” 

Dr. Nicolaas Pronk 

Workpiace weiiness expert at 
American Coiiege of Sports 
Medicine 

» Workers with limited lunch 
times should first focus on re- 
ducing prolonged periods of 
sitting with 10-minute breaks 
throughout the day. 

» Changes in office design, 
such as sit-stand desks, could 
help workers without altering 
the work flow, as well as using 
stairs.
